1. Supported fire services through air recognizance, evacuation efforts, traffic
management, post/on-going incident security, and emergency call support for
neighboring law enforcement agencies
2. Provided air support for Steiner Ranch fire when AFD Departmental Operation
Center was activated
3. Assisted Travis County Sheriff Department with air recognizance and stand-by
patrol resources during Steiner Ranch fire
4. Simultaneously assisted Bastrop County with air support, traffic management,
evacuation efforts, and incident security
5. Provided Officers and Support Staff for emergency calls for service in both Travis
